Convicted of ten federal counts of corruption, US Congressman 
James Traficant was expelled from the House of Representatives on 
a vote of 420 to 1. 


The major Millennium Challenge 2002 war game run by the US 
armed forces begins.

August 2002 


The gun turret of the USS Monitor was raised from the sea 
bottom off the coast of North Carolina, where it had lain since 
sinking in 1862. 

US Airways declares bankruptcy, caused by the air travel slowdown 
following the September 11, 2001, Terrorist Attack. 

Vladimir Putin announces that Belarus will be fully integrated into 
Russia, with each of Belarus’s six provinces to become a separate 
republic within the Russian Federation. 


September 2002 


Argentina defeated the US, 87-80, at the World Basketball 
Championships in Indianapolis, IN. It was the first loss ever in 
international play for a US team containing National Basketball 
Association players. 


Commemorating the September 11, 2001 Terrorist Attack, the US 
Congress convenes for a one-day joint session in Federal Hall in 
New York City, the original capital of the US. 


Switzerland becomes a full member of the UN. 


In a speech before the UN General Assembly, George W. Bush 
asserts that Iraq has defied various UN resolutions and is “a threat 
to the authority of the United Nations and a threat to peace.” He 
says that the US will work with the Security Council to draft the 
necessary resolutions for military action. 


Colin Powell meets with the United Nations Security Council to 
push for stronger resolutions against Iraq. In a surprise reversal, 
Iraq tells the UN it will allow weapons inspectors “immediately and 
without condition.” 


The Bush administration pressures US Congress to pass a resolution 
giving Bush authority to use “all means he determines to be appro- 
priate, including force” to oust Saddam Hussein and disarm Iraq. 


White House and Pentagon officials announce that General Tommy 
Franks presented detailed war plans to President Bush in September. 
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Stock market downturn of 2002: Global indices sink heavily today, 
with the Nasdaq falling 3% to a 6-year low of 1,184.94. The yield of 
the US Treasury’s 10-year bond sank to a 40-year low of 3.70%, with 
the 2-year bond yield falling to a record low of 1.89%. Meanwhile, 
concern of the US plan to invade Iraq pushed oil prices to over $30.a 
barrel, not seen since February 2001. 


In both San Francisco and Los Angeles, California, hundreds of 
anti-war protesters marched and spoke out against the US plan to 
invade Iraq. 


The annual G7 meeting begins the 2002 IMF/ World Bank annual 
meetings in Washington, D.C. Over 600 protesters are arrested. 
East Timor becomes the 191st member of the United Nations. 


Hundreds of thousands of people marched in London to protest the 
US plan to invade Iraq. About a hundred thousand also protested in 
Rome, Italy.

* US President George W. Bush amongst many others has condemned 
the perpetrators of the Bali car bombing of October 11. The death 
toll has now risen to at least 187. 


¢ The Chechen rebels holding hundreds of hostages in a Moscow 
theater shot and killed one captive and said they were ready to die 
for their cause, warning that thousands more of their comrades 
were “keen on dying.” Later, the Chechen separatist “suicide squad” 
released eight children but kept some 700 people hostage in a 
Moscow theater rigged with explosives. Diplomats waited for the 
gunmen to honor a pledge to free about 75 foreigners among their 
hostages, including Australians, Austrians, Britons, Germans and 
three Americans. 


¢ Richard Harris, Irish actor, dies at 72 in hospital from Hodgkin’s 
disease, a form of lymphoma. 


* Paul Wellstone, US Senator, is killed in a plane crash with his wife, 
daughter, and five others. 


* Johnny Unitas dies. 
f ¢ Hundreds of Israeli soldiers backed by scores of tanks and other 
military vehicles took control of the Palestinian city of Jenin in 
October 2002 response to a suicide bombing that killed 14 people. 


* The Beltway snipers fire the first shot of their shooting spree through 


the window of a Michaels craft store in Aspen Hill, Maryland, at November 2002 


5:20 pm, failing to hit anyone. They kill their first victim, James 
D. Martin, approximately 40 minutes later, at a Shoppers Food 
Warehouse in Wheaton, MD. Within hours of Police Chief Charles 
Moose announcing that John Allen Muhammad was wanted in 
connection with the investigation, Muhammad and his 17-year-old 
stepson John Lee Malvo were arrested on federal weapons charges, 
found with the rifle used in the shootings. 


France confirms that an explosion aboard French oil tanker Limburg 
off the coast of Yemen was, indeed, a terrorist act. 


The US Senate voted to give war powers to President George W. 
Bush as part of the ongoing conflict between the US and Iraq. 


Jimmy Carter is honored with the Nobel Peace Prize. 
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¢ An earthquake killed 29 in the town of San Giuliano di Puglia, in 
Campobasso, Molise, Italy. Most of the 26 victims are children; they 
were in a school when the roof collapsed. 5,500 homeless. 


¢ An AGM-114 Hellfire missile launched by an American drone 
airplane destroyed a car in Yemen carrying what the US claims 
were six members of al-Qaeda, including the mastermind of the 
USS Cole attack, Qaed Salim Sinan al-Harethi. 


¢ The US Federal Reserve lowered its overnight bank-lending rate 
to 1.25 percent, and this bigger-than-expected rate cut signals there 
may be more weakness in the economy than the market expected. 
The Fed indicated in its statements accompanying the rate cut that 
concern about a war with Iraq and the thread of terrorism may be 
slowing consumer and business spending. 
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Iran banned advertising of US products and an Iranian, believing a 
sorcerer had made him invisible, tried to rob a bank in Tehran. 


Democratic Party members of the US House of Representatives 
chose California Representative Nancy Pelosi as their minority 
leader, making her the first woman to lead a major American party. 


A plot by a group of terrorists believed to be a part of or affiliated 
to the al-Qaeda network was revealed as having been uncovered by 
MIS. The plot involved a plan to release poison gas in the London 
Underground railway network. 


Abba Eban, former Israeli foreign affairs minister dies. 


The first team of UN arms inspectors arrived in Iraq, where they will 
prepare for inspections for evidence of development or possession 
of weapons of mass destruction by Saddam Hussein’s regime. 


US President George W. Bush signs into law the creation of a new 
Department of Homeland Security, which is said to be the largest 
government reorganization in 50 years. 


Kenyan hotel bombing: Three suicide bombers detonated themselves 
at a hotel in Mombasa, Kenya, killing a number of people, including 
Israeli tourists who have been presumed to be the targets of the 
attack. At the same time two anti-aircraft missiles were fired at a 
passenger aircraft, which only narrowly missed. The two attacks are 
suspected to be connected, and it is suspected that al-Qaeda may be 
involved in the attacks. 


Henry Kissinger is appointed as the chairman of the commission 
investigating the September 11, 2001, attacks on America. 


It is reported that the Provisional IRA may be about to make sub- 
stantial concessions in order to re-start the stalled Northern Ireland 
peace process. 
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December 2002 


Former Bosnian Serb President Biljana Plavsié pled guilty to one 
count of crimes against humanity at the Hague tribunal for her part 
in persecuting Bosnian Muslims and Croats during the 1992-95 
conflict, which left 200,000 dead or missing. 


The government of Indonesia and rebel leaders from the province 
of Aceh (in the north of Sumatra) have signed a peace accord which 
negotiators hope will bring an end to fighting in the province. 


The Vatican announces that Pope John Paul II has accepted the resig- 
nation of Boston’s Cardinal Bernard Francis Law due to widespread 
outcry among Boston Catholics over Law’s role in covering up 
pedophilia-related and other sex crimes among priests in his diocese. 


The European Union invited Poland, Hungary, the Czech Republic, 
Slovakia, Slovenia, Latvia, Estonia, Lithuania, Cyprus and Malta to 
join. Expansion is scheduled for May 2004. 


Pope John Paul II will approve the miracle needed to beatify Mother 
Teresa, whose dedication to the destitute earned her a special place in 
the pontiff’s heart. A second miracle then will be needed to declare 
Mother Teresa a saint. 


Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat announced that he has called off 
presidential and legislative elections scheduled for next month, as 
he feels that continued Israeli occupation of Palestinian territory 
will make a free election impossible. 


North Korea announced that it is physically removing monitoring 
devices placed on the Yongbyon nuclear reactor. The devices were 
placed by the United Nations following the 1994 nuclear agreement 
to shut down Yongbyon, which is capable of making weapons-grade 
material, in exchange for deliveries of oil. In November 2002, Korea 
admitted that it is working on weapons of mass destruction program 
in response to “imperialist threats.” 
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North Korea is reactivating a plutonium-producing nuclear power 
plant north of Pyongyang after removing United Nations seals on 
the reactor and degrading the capability of surveillance cameras. 
This same reactor is thought by US officials as the source for 
plutonium for two previously produced atomic bombs. North Korea 
has been named by the George W. Bush Administration as part of 
the so-called “axis of evil.” 


North Korea expels UN weapons inspectors, and announces plans to 
reactivate a dormant nuclear fuel processing laboratory. 


January 2003 


US Army division commanders begin a war game at US V Corps 
headquarters at Heidelberg, Germany, called Victory Scrimmage. 
The exercise is under the command of Lieutenant General William S. 
Wallace, who is expected to command the American ground forces 
in a planned US war against Iraq. 


At the Fiesta Bowl in Tempe, Arizona, The Ohio State University 
Buckeyes defeated the University of Miami (Florida) Hurricanes, 
31-24, to win the national championship. Willis McGahee blows 
up his knee in his final game as a Miami Hurricane and Maurice 
Clarett concludes his Buckeyes career as a National Bowl 


Champion before challenging the NFL on entering the 2003 
NFL Draft. 


The US Immigration and Naturalization Service proposes rules 
that will require all Americans traveling abroad to disclose detailed 
personal information both before leaving the country and before 
being permitted to re-enter the country. 


A double suicide bombing shatters a busy area of Tel Aviv, Israel. 23 
people are killed and about 100 are wounded. Both the Islamic Jihad 
and Hamas claim to be responsible for the double bombing. 


British Defence Secretary Geoff Hoon announced details of the 
call-up of reservists in the military build-up calculated to increase 
pressure on Iraq.

¢ French President Jacques Chirac, ina New Year’s message to French 
forces, stated that French forces should be prepared to be activated if 
the UN decides on military action in Iraq. 


* North Korea formally withdraws from the Nuclear Nonproliferation 
Treaty and threatens war if the UN applies economic sanctions. 


* UN weapons inspectors in Iraq stated that they found empty 
rocket warheads, designed to carry chemical warfare agents, at the 
Ukhaider Ammunition Storage Area. 


¢ The Space Shuttle Columbia launches on its last mission STS-107. 
It disintegrated 16 days later. 


* Tom Ridge is unanimously recommended by a US Senate sub- 
committee to be confirmed by the full Senate as head of the new 
US Department of Homeland Security, which is scheduled to begin 
operation on January 24. 


* Martin Scorsese wins Best Director for Gangs of New York. 


* As part of the plan to invade Iraq, British defence secretary Geoff 
Hoon announces that 26,000 British troops and equipment including 
120 tanks will be sent to Kuwait, joining the 5,000 troops already on 
their way there. 


¢ Would-be shoe-bomber Richard Reid is sentenced to life in prison 
for trying to down American Airlines Flight 63 from Paris to Miami. 
Reid had previously pleaded guilty. 


February 2003 


* The Space Shuttle Columbia was reported to have disintegrated over 
Texas on its final approach to a landing after its 28th space mission. 
All seven crew members were killed in the disaster. It was later dis- 
covered that a piece of foam insulation had broken off the external 
fuel tank and punctured a hole in the left wing during launch. 


¢ An arson attack on an underground train in the Daegu, South Korea, 
claims at least 180 lives with more than 140 injured and dozens 
missing. Witnesses reportedly saw a man throwing a milk carton 
filled with a flammable substance into a train. 
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Broadway musicians union members went on strike in protest over 
producers’ proposals to cut the number of musicians at live perfor- 
mances, and the possibility of using taped or computer based music. 
All but one of Broadway’s musicals (Cabaret) closed as a result. 


Key documents presented as evidence that the US should invade 
Iraq are revealed as forgeries. The documents stated that Niger 
was selling 500 tons of uranium to Iraq. One, dated 2000, was on 
stationery from the military government of the 1980s and referred to 
a foreign minister who had not been in power for 14 years; another 
bore a signature of the president of Niger that was an obvious 
fake. Iraq’s supposed acquisition of African uranium was a feature 
in Colin Powell’s speech to the UN Security Council in February 
and in George W. Bush’s State of the Union Address. Senator John 
Rockefeller asked the FBI to investigate the origin of the documents. 
Rockefeller expressed concern that the forgeries “may be part of a 
larger deception campaign aimed at manipulating public opinion 
and foreign policy regarding Iraq.” 

The Station nightclub fire in West Warwick, Rhode Island, claims 
the lives of 100 people.

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364TH ANNIVERSARY PROCEEDINGS 
MONDAY, 3 JUNE 2002

Departure Day 
Wednesday, June 11th 


Departed Boston for Budapest, Hungary. 


Day 2 
Thursday, June 12th 


Upon arriving in Budapest, Hungary, the group met with Marriott Hotel 
representatives and completed plans for the following: Company break fasts, 
Sergeants’ reception and Hospitality rooms. The balance of the day was 
spent touring ceremonial and sightseeing venues. 


Days 3 and 4 
Friday, June 13th and Saturday, June 14th 


Meetings were held with the U.S. Embassy personnel and representatives 
of the Dohany Synagogue. Both were very productive and the Embassy 
staff, under the direction of the Defense Attaché, COL Bruce Sweeney, 
made all the arrangements for military support from the Hungarian Army, 
Budapest Garrison. 
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Ceremony plans were completed at the meeting with Dohany region 
president, Laszlo Heisler, and his staff at the Dohany Synagogue. From 
there we drove to Rakoskereszfur cemetery and walked through our planned 
ceremony with our U.S. Embassy people. The balance of the day and 
evening was spent examining the sites. We traveled up to Salamon Tower, 
viewed the Medieval Tournament and ate at the banquet, all of which the 
Company will participate in on the trip. 


Days 5 and 6 
Sunday, June 15th & Monday, Junel6th 


We boarded the Majestic Imperator train and traveled to Bratislava. This 
train is total luxury and was used by Emperor Franz Joseph, the Hapsburg 
ruler of Austro-Hungary prior to World War I. He would travel the empire 
with his court and foreign dignitaries in this fashion. The Company will 
take this train on the trip and it should be a “big hit” with the men. 


Upon arrival in Bratislava, we checked into the Bratislava Forum Hotel. 
We met with hotel staff and secured our breakfast arrangements, hospitality 
room and Sergeants’ reception location. We also met with Defense Attaché, 
LtCOL Peter Brigham, and went to the Slovak Army headquarters to 
complete arrangements for our wreath-laying ceremony. As a result of 
our previous day’s meeting with U.S. Ambassador, the Honorable Ronald 
Weiser, we rearranged our planning and will now move our ceremony to 
Pod Bradlom, a hilltop memorial to the great Slovak hero, GEN (Dr.) Milan 
Stefanik. Full support with military honor guard was guaranteed by both the 
Slovak army and our Embassy. We decided that the trip banquet will be held 
at the historic “Country House.” 


Days 5 and 6 
Tuesday, June 17th - Thursday, June 19th 


We traveled by motor coach to Vienna and checked into the Vienna Hilton. 
All hospitality arrangements were completed with the hotel staff and the 
Hospitality Room will be located in the Presidential Suite. We met with the 
U.S. Embassy staff represented by COL Bruce Boevers. COL Boevers will 
be leaving prior to our trip, but he will coordinate and brief his replacement 
before his departure. 
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Coordination of events was made with the embassy personnel. We planned 
our wreath-laying ceremony at the Austrian Tomb of the Unknown Soldier 
followed by arrangements with the Royal Chapel for a mass. The Royal 
Chapel is where the world-renowned Vienna Boys Choir sings every 
Sunday. We also met with the officials of the Spanish Riding School and 
attended a performance of the famed Lipizzaner stallions. These three 
events are all located in the magnificent Hofburg Palace. 


On the trip, the Company will participate at all of these venues and events. 
We were informed that the Austrians frown on an excessive display of 
military uniforms. Austria has been a neutral nation since the end of World 
War II. The Company will do the wreath-laying and other activities in blazer 
uniform. Finally, we explored many sight-seeing venues such as the Vienna 
Woods, Shoenbraun and Hofburg Palaces, historic spots and shopping areas 
of this beautiful city. 


We went to an old Viennese restaurant decorated with many antiques and 
memorabilia from the Imperial Hapsburg era. Around the entire dining 
room and wine cellar were many hats of military and unusual civilian-wear. 
The Captain donated his old parade cap to the restaurant. The highlight 
was the final evening in the famed wine district of Grinzing. This area is 
crowded with charming wine taverns and cafes. We dined in one of these 
fun establishments, listened to German folk music and had a great evening. 
The final Company dinner of the trip will be held at one of these restaurants. 


Days 7 
Friday, June 20th 


We left Vienna and returned to Boston. The trip was very successful and we 
have planned what should be an equally successful 365th Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty.

Departure Day 
Thursday, October 3rd 


Company leaves for Budapest, Hungary. 


Day 2 
Friday, October 4th 
Company arrives at the beautiful Budapest Marriott on the “Blue Danube.” 
That evening the sergeants hosted a “welcome to Budapest” reception in the 
hotel’s Erzsebet Room. 


Day 3 
Saturday, October 5th 


In the morning, the Company toured the City. We experienced the great 
history of Hungary’s capital as we visited and viewed the many points 
off interest. On the “Pest” side of the River Danube, we saw St. Stephen’s 
Basilica, the classic neo-gothic Parliament House and Hero’s Square with its 
display of Hungary’s rulers. We then crossed the Danube and perused the 
old section of “Buda.” This included the 13th century St. Mathias Church 
and the Royal Castle with its citadel-like walls overlooking the whole city 
from its ramparts. The rest of the afternoon was open for more sightseeing 
and shopping. 


Day 4 
Sunday, October 6th 


This day was an emotionally moving part of the trip. First stop was the 


wreath-laying ceremony and memorial service at the Donhaney Synagogue,, 
Europe’s largest synagogue that is still active and suffered greatly during 
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the Second World War. The Nazis used this building to dispatch Jews of 
Hungary to the concentration camps. This was particularly poignant as the 
Captain’s family roots are from old Hungary. We were grateful to have the 
Hungarian Army Band and Honor Guard as support. There was a large 
crowd assembled for our ceremony. 


We then proceeded to the Rakoskeresztur Cemetery where we laid a wreath 
honoring the revolutionary leaders of the 1956 uprising. Again, the Hungar- 
ian Army Band and Honor Guard joined us along with representatives from 
the US Embassy. 


After these two ceremonies, we returned to the hotel, where we met with 
the US Ambassador, Nancy Brinker. COL Tauber presented her with 
an engraved tray commemorating our visit. A reception followed in the 
Captain’s suite. 


Day 5 
Monday, October 7th 


After a leisurely morning of sightseeing, shopping, eating and relaxing, the 
company departed for the village of Szentendre. This is an artist’s colony in 
a Baroque village with galleries, small museums and cafes winding through 
16th century dwellings and cobblestone streets. From there, we traveled to 
the Danube Bend region and King Matthias’ castle and Salamon Tower. We 
participated in a medieval tournament followed by a sumptuous banquet. 
Everyone had a great time feeding on turkey drumsticks, venison soup and 
wild boar ribs. Renaissance-style. 


Day 6 
Tuesday, October 8th 


We departed Budapest at 9:00 AM for Bratislava, Slovakia. We traveled 
by a private luxury train named The Majestic Imperator. Emperor Franz 
Joseph I (Hapsburg) once used this train to tour the Austro-Hungarian 
Empire. VIPs from the Slovak government and representatives from all the 
embassies in this ancient capital joined us in Bratislava. Later, United States 
Ambassador Ron Weiser joined COL Tauber for lunch on the train. 
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The train continued from Bratislava to Hlohovec (the birthplace of the 
Captain’s father), and then to the majestic monument of General Milan 
Rastislav Stefanik, the father of Czechoslovakia, located on a large hill 
overlooking the town Brezova pod Bradlom. We held an emotional 
ceremony at this monument supported by the Slovak Honor Guard and 
Band, attended by many dignitaries from our embassy, visiting embassies 
and the Slovak government. The only drawback was the horrendous weather 
we encountered on the mountain. Cold, wet, but proud and satisfied, we re- 
boarded the train and returned to the warmth of the Bratislava Forum Hotel. 
Later, in the evening, the Company’s “Imperial Sergeants” provided all with 
a fantastic “welcome to Slovakia” party. 


Day 7 
Wednesday, October 9th 


While the Company toured the Slovak capital — visiting the famed Bratislava 
castle, the cathedral and the charming shops and streets of “old town” — the 
Captain, COL Tauber, and his staff traveled to the town of Hlohovec as 
guests of the Mayor, Jan Brezofsky. The group included the following:

We arrived in Hlohovec in a US Embassy van with a driver and a translator. 
Mayor Brezofsky greeted us and then took us to the largest business 
enterprise in the town, a pharmaceutical company recently taken over by an 
American conglomerate. Executives from the company and the town treated 
the group to a beautiful luncheon and a briefing in their boardroom. From 
there it was off on a short city tour to the town square and a 14th century 
church, and then to the street where COL Tauber’s father and grandparents 
once lived. The home is no longer there. Then, COL Tauber made a short 
stop to be interviewed at the local TV station. 
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Finally, the Company visited the town’s old monastery, which acts as 
a ceremonial hall. This stop was a very emotional and moving event for 
the Captain. He was presented with a copy of his father’s birth certificate, 
an artist’s rendering of the Jewish Synagogue that was destroyed by the 
Russians in the early sixties and lastly, a presentation making the Captain an 
Honorary Citizen of Hlohovec.

In attendance 
were ambassadors, defense attachés, and other staff members from the 
many embassies located in Bratislava. The most honored guests were the 
US Ambassador Ronald Weiser and the President of the Slovak Republic, 
Rudolf Schuster. In addition, there were many representatives of the 
Slovak government, both from the military and civilian agencies. President 
Schuster moved easily through the room during the reception and chatted 
freely and most comfortably with many members of the Company. He also 
spoke eloquently as our guest speaker during the dinner. The Fall Field Day 
Tour of Duty Banquet was a great success. 


Day 8 
Thursday, October 10th 


This was an open day for the Company. Many took advantage of the 
optional tours to the wineries, the pottery factory in Modra, famous for 
its Majolica folkware, as well as the ancient Devin Castle. Some also took 
in Bratislava Castle and the grand panoramic views of the city and the 
Danube River.

The Company departed Bratislava and moved to The Vienna Hilton, Vienna, 
Austria.

In addition, the 
trip included a visit to the spa town of Baden and the wine growing village 
of Gumpoldskirchen. 


In the afternoon, the captain, COL Tauber, paid a visit to the U.S. Embassy.

As the settlements which followed the landing at Plymouth increased and spread 
there was no organized military force for protection. Thus, the subject of adequate 
military protection soon became a matter of serious consideration. Many of the set- 
tlers had been members in E 


ind of the Honourable Artillery Company at London 
(organized and chartered in 1537) and it was natural that the military training they 
had received in that Company should lead them to form a similar organization in the 
new country. 


The Governor granted a Charter in March, 1638 and on the first Monday in 
June thereafter an election of Officers was held on Boston Common. The Common, 
then being an open field leading down to the Charles River, was the most convenient 
location. The Ballots were cast on the head of a drum, which was placed in front of 
the Company. Since that time, the Company has maintained the tradition of holding 
its annual elections on Boston Common on the first Monday in June and casting the 
votes on the Drum Head. 


The First Captain Commanding of the Company was Robert Keayne whose 
home was on the corner of State Street. Upon his death he bequeathed in his will to 
the Town of Boston the land at the head of State Street for a Town House. The land 
on which the Old State House now stands is Lt. Col. Keayne’s bequest. 


In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and Library which is 
without equal in the United States. The Armory is open to the public daily and thou- 
sands of visitors from every part of the country, and many from abroad, register each 
year in the Armory’s guest book. 


The Company was loyal to the Colonies during the Revolutionary War and 
through their existence in the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company they served 
on every battlefield, from Bunker Hill and Bennington through Valley Forge to 
Yorktown, where the banner of Mas 


husetts was displayed. 


This is the Company that Washington knew, that Franklin saw march the streets 
of Boston, that John Adams and John Quincy Adams visited. This is the Company 
that has counted on its roster four members who received our nation’s highest mili- 
tary honor — the Medal of Honor — and has had four of its members serve in the 
world’s most important office, President of the United States: Presidents James Mon- 
roe. Chester Alan Arthur, Calvin Coolidge and John F. Kennedy. This is the same 
Company which has always stood for, and shall always stand for. the best in citizen- 
ship and public service.

Keynote Speaker 


Stephan Ross was incarcerated as a child in a Nazi concentration camp in Poland at age 
nine. He survived ten Nazi death camps from 1940 until he was liberated from the 
infamous torture camp at Dachau. Stephan Ross was fourteen years old when soldiers 
of the United States Army liberated him in 1945. 


Mr. Ross immigrated to the United States of America in 1948 under the auspices of the 
United States Committee for Orphaned Children. When he arrived in the United States 
Stephan Ross was illiterate. He overcame this handicap and eventually received several 
college degrees, including the awarding of a Doctorate of Letters by Northeastern 
University. Mr. Ross has written numerous articles on the Holocaust. 


Mr. Ross is a Founder of the New England Holocaust Memorial on Boston's Freedom 
Trail, which was dedicated in October 1995 to memorialize the six million Jewish 
victims of the Holocaust and as a tribute to the Army “GI” Liberators who set free a 
suffering humanity from an uncivilized world. 


From 1974 to present, Mr. Ross has been a Licensed Psychologist as certified by the 
Division of Professional Licensure of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. Mr. Ross 
serves as a Senior Staff Psychologist with the City of Boston’s Community Schools 
and Centers. He provides guidance and clinical services to inner-city underprivileged 
youth and families. Mr. Ross has served the last four decades on the streets of Boston 
as a youth counselor in the field of delinquency prevention. Mr. Ross is a certified 
Social Studies Teacher and Certified Guidance Counselor.

In the morning of the day when the governor-elect is sworn in at the State 
House, the outgoing governor entrusts him with the care and custody of several 
icons important to the history of our Commonwealth. 

In a traditional ceremony dating back more than a century, the outgoing 
governor transfers to the governor-clect items, Known collectively as 
tansmittenda. They are symbols of our heritage and culture. 

The first piece of transmittenda is a pair of silver keys wrought by Paul 
Revere and dating back to the opening of the new State House in January 1798. 
Attached to the keys is a brass ring with a tag engraved “Council Chamber.” Until 
1937, the room known as the “Corner Office” 
the Governor's Council.

The second tansmittendum is a piece of slate that was used by Native 
Americans on Martha’s Vineyard to sharpen arrowheads. It has been passed 
down from one governor to the next since colonial times. 

The third transmittendum is a two-volume set of the Massachusetts General 
Laws. The first volume codifies the laws in effect in 1860 and was first 
transmitted to incoming Gov. John A. Andrew by outgoing Gov. Nathaniel Banks 
prior to the gubernatorial inauguration in 1861. When Gov. Andrew left office in 
1866 he added a second volume, which amended the original to include the bills 
he had signed into law between 1861-66. On every Inauguration Day since then, 
the outgoing governor has inscribed one or both of the volumes “in the presence 
of the Executive Council,” and offered kind wishes and Godspeed to the new 
chief executive. All sentiments have been addressed to “His Excellency” until 
2001, when out going Governor Paul Cellucci inscribed his message to “Her 
Excellency, Governor Jane Swift.” 


The fourth transmittendum is the Butler Bible. It was given to Gov. Benjamin 
F. Butler when he took office in January 1883. When he left the State House a 
year later, Butler conveyed it to his successor, George D. Robinson, with an 
inscription inside the front cover that said: 

“when T came into the Executive Chamber a year ago | could not find a 
copy of the Holy Scriptures. | suppose each Governor took his away with him. A 
friend of mine gave me this, I leave it as a needed transmittendum to my 
successor in office to be read by him and his successor each term.” It was signed 
Benjamin Butler and dated January 1, 1884. 

A small clipping from Matthew 5:38-48 and Luke 6:27-36 is glued to the 
opposite page. It is intended to provide comfort to a new chief executive: “But I 
say unto you/ love your enemies/ bless them that curse you/ do good to them 
that hate you/ and pray for them/ which despitefully use you/ and persecute 
you...” 


The fifth transmittendum is a wooden gavel, crafted from an original beam in 
the White House. President Harry S Truman had presented it to Foster Furcolo, 
who went on to serve as governor from 1957-61. Former Gov. Furcolo donated it 
to the Commonwealth in 1982, to be used by incoming governors in their first 


official duty, which is to call the Governor's Council into session.

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Governors ana Ancients 


As we celebrate the inauguration of our 
Governor and Commander-in-Chief, we are 
aware of all the forces in history that have 
brought us to this celebration: other centuries, 
other governors, other Ancients. 

There were’ governors who _ never 
departed their homeland, never reached our 
shores: John Robinson of Holland, the leader of 
the Pilgrims, and later, Mathew Craddock, head 
of the Massachusetts Bay Company. 

There were governors whose names are 
reflected in the nomenclature of our towns: 
John Carver, elected on shipboard en route to 
the new land to administer the Mayflower 
Compact; William Bradford of Plimouth 
Plantation; John Endicott of the Dorchester 
Company. 

There was the longest enduring governor, 
John Winthrop, who, with the General Court, 


accepted the petition to form “The Military 
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Company of Massachusetts,” known to us today 
as the Ancient & Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts. Remember that all governors 
of the Massachusetts Bay Company were 
considered “Royal” governors: the first, Sir 
William Phips; the last, Thomas Hutchinson. 

Since colonial times Massachusetts 
governors have faced tragedy and_ glory, 
controversy and courage, Sir Harry Vane was 
beheaded; John Hancock, one of our most 
colorful leaders, dealt early with the issues of 
states and federal rights. 

When President George Washington 
visited Massachusetts and expected the governor 
to appear before him, Hancock was adamant in 
expecting the president to come to him. Finally, 
in consternation, Hancock lost his battle and 
was carried into the presence of Washington 
with his gout-swollen feet wrapped in red 
flannel! 

The achievements, influences, and 
troubles of the governors continued. Elbridge 


Gerry shaped the political divisions of the 
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commonwealth in a _ system now called 
“gerrymandering.” Alvin Fuller made the most 


controversial decision in his state’s 


jurisprudence, the execution of Sacco and 


Vanzetti. Calvin Coolidge made still another 
precedent-setting decision: calling up the 
National Guard during Boston’s police strike. 
James Michael Curley won the affection of 
Bostonians and Massachusetts yet served in a 
federal prison for mail fraud. 

Most recently, Governor William F. Weld, 
nominated as Ambassador to Mexico by 
President Clinton, gave up the governorship to 
accept. When the Senate refused to confirm the 
nomination, Weld held firm, refusing another 
post. In the long history of governors as 
Commanders-in-Chief, Weld stands out 
unique. He reached this honored post by three 
routes: first by his insistence on becoming an 
Ancient in accordance with all the requisite 
demands; second, like all governors, as 
Commander in-Chief ex officio; and lastly, by 


right of descent, since an early forbear was 
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Documented as a Company member within 
the first hundred years. 

There were governors who succeeded in 
reaching national service: Edward Everett, 
Christian Herter, Calvin Coolidge, Leverett 
Saltonstall, John Volpe, and Paul Cellucci to 
name a few. Although their particular parts in 
inaugural ceremonies have taken various forms, 
we know that the Ancients have always been 
there! 

As we gather here this evening with the 
Ladies in the Seaport Hotel and later at the 
World Trade Center for the Inaugural Gala, we 
are in the traditional celebratory mood. 

We feel the forces of what has been — and 
contemplate what will be, as the future of our 


Governor unfolds.

2003 PROPOSITIONS TO THE COMPANY RULES 
AND REGULATIONS WITH STANDING COMMITTEE 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


AMEND RULE 109e- Relative to the number of times a member can 
be a sponsor 

Proposition: Add “This rule is suspended when the regular membership 
is below the authorized strength of 550.” 

Standing Committee recommends a “Yes” vote. The change would 
allow members to aggressively recruit new candidates for membership. 


AMEND RULE 114a- Relative to Assessments 

Proposition: After second sentence insert * This assessment shall also 
include the amount of $20.00 to be applied or credited to the Military 
Museum and Library Committee Budget for Long Range Planning and 
shall be in effect for the Company years 2004, 2005. and 2006.” 

Standing Committee recommends a “Yes” vote. This would allow the 
Company to plan and take the necessary actions to protect, catalog, present 
and safe-guard the numerous valuable artifacts of military significance and 
mementos of the Ancients history and tradition. The Museum and Library 
contains many valuable and priceless items that need to be properly 

taken care of and preserved for members, citizens, scholars and future 
generations. This is a valuable Company asset that needs to be enhanced 
and treasured. The vote of the Committee on the years this would be in 
effect was not unanimous. 


AMEND RULE 210- Relative to the number of non-commissioned 
officers appointed to the Quartermaster and Commissary Officers 
Proposition: Appointed non-commissioned staff officers appointed by 

the Captain shall be Sergeant Major (who shall have had prior military 
service), a Quartermaster Sergeant, a Paymaster Sergeant, a Personnel 
Sergeant, a Medical Sergeant, two Training Sergeants, a Color Sergeant 

in Command and four Color Sergeants, a Sergeant Bugler, and the 
following Sergeants: two Flankers to the Captain, one Orderly, two 

Color Guards and two Guidon Bearers and up to four assistants for the 
Quartermaster and Commissary Officer. 

Standing Committee recommends a “‘Yes” vote. The present Rules and 
Regulations do not authorize or provide for additional assistants. At certain 
times of the year e.g. June Day, FFDTD, there is a need to have additional 
assistants assigned to these Officers. The change would permit the Captain 
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to appoint up to four (4) assistants if requested. The assistants would wear 
the rank of Sergeant — three stripes. 


NEW RULE 210b - Relative to Sergeants insignia rank on Parade 
Uniform 

The rank on the Parade Uniforms shall be standard USMC “Gold on Red” 
insignia USA non-subdued metal pin on. On the Parade Uniform, the 
SGM will wear three stripes- four rockers with a star in the center (SGM): 
the elected 1* SGTs will wear three stripes- three rockers and a diamond 
in the center! 1* SGT); the Color Sergeant in Command will wear three 
stripes-three rockers center plain(MSGT): the remaining elected Sergeants 
will wear three stripes- two rockers (GSGT); all other appointed Sergeants

On 8 June 2002 at 10:AM, a delagation of members and the Color Guard 
represented the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
at Commemerative Event Honoring the U.S. S. Eagle (PE56) Officers and 
Crewman killed and wounded when the ship was sunk on 23 April 1945, 


The awards ceremony culminated a long period of investigation which 
began in March 1998 and resulted in the U.S. Navy changing the reported 
cause of the U.S.S. Sagle's sinking from ana “internal boiler accident", 
to a disclosure that the ship was actually sunk by a German Submarine, 
the U-853, off the coast of Vaine. Because of this action, the survivors 
and relatives of the 49 crewmen were awarded a much delayed PURPLE HEARD 
WEDAL. It also changed history since the uU.S.S. Eagle was and is the last 
U.S. Navy Ship sunk in the Atlantic War Theatre because of enemy action. 
Brockton Attorney Paul Lawton was the person behind the investigation 
and righted the wrong.

AHAC TuHreE HUNDRED AND SIXTY-FIFTH ANNUAL RECORD 


CORRECTION OF NAVAL HISTORY 


In March of 1998 the Attorney and Naval Historian Paul Lawton met with 
friends, Brockton, Massachusetts firemen Bob and Paul Westerlund and discussed 
the mysterious circumstances surrounding the sinking of the U.S.S. Eagle 56, and 
the death of their father, Seaman 2nd Class, Ivar A. Westerlund. That meeting led to 
more than a three year long search for survivors, witnesses, German and U.S. Navy 
records and other evidence to establish the true cause of the loss of the PE-56 on 23 
April 1945. 


In July of 2000 the author and a group of dedicated volunteers organized and 
conducted a side-scan sonar search for the long lost wreck of the PE-56 off the 
coast of Cape Elizabeth, Maine. In the September of 2000, the late Massachusetts 
Congressman John Joseph “Joe” Moakley (1927 to Memorial Day 28 May 2001), 
petitioned the Secretary of the U.S. Navy (SECNAV), for an inv ation into the 
loss of the PE-56. Former SECNAY Admiral Kicnara vanzig, ¢ med tie Cause 
back to the U.S. Navy Judge Advocate General (JAG), who declined to re-open the 
Court of Inquiry. The SECNAV and JAG then referred the matter to the U.S. Navy 
Historical Center at Washington, DC, where former Deputy Director of Naval 
History, Captain Marshall A. Hall, assigned the case for review by a team of their 
best archivists and researchers headed by Senior Archivist, Bernard Cavalcante. 


After reviewing all of the evidence regarding this incident, in May of 2001 the 
Director of Naval History Dr. William S. Dudley, made formal Recommendation to 
Chief of Naval Operations (CNO) Admiral Vernon E. Clark, and subsequently to 
then recently appointed SECNAV, Gordon England, that the official record 
regarding the loss of the U.S.S. Eagle 56, be changed to “enemy action.”

Those attending the reception in the Long Room 


I hope by now you will have received your tickets for the lunch on 11 December 
and are clear on the programme for the Captain General's visit. I write now to say 
that you have been selected to attend the Champagne Reception in the Long Room 
before the lunch In the Marquee and this letter gives you further instructions for that 
element of the day. 


Some 140 will be in the Long Room and, of these, eighty, in 8 “horseshoes” of 10 
people, will be formally introduced to the Captaln-General. The plan is that Her 
Majesty will enter the room and, escorted by General Alex, will be guided round the 
8 strategically placed horseshoes, being first introduced to the “OC Horseshoe” and 
then being introduced by the OC to members of the horseshoe. This will all be done 
rather speedily as we only have a short time for the reception. The route is designed 
so that Her Majesty ends up in front of her portrait where she will mect the artist, 
Mr Chen Yan Ning. 


Although there is this formal plan which ensures those in horseshoes meet Her 
Majesty, it is intended that there is a convivial party atmosphere in the Long Room. 
Those not in horseshoes are asked, therefore, to spread round the room filling the 
gaps between the horseshoes. Those in charge of each horseshoe will have been 
briefed on where they should stand and, if you are in a horseshoe, you should make 
your way to your designated position and ensure the OC knows you are present.

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365th ANNIVERSARY FIELD DAY 
JUNE DAY 2003 


In accordance with the time honored tradition, the Ancient & Honorable 
Artillery Company celebrated their 365th June Day Anniversary. The week- 
end was composed of dinners, luncheons, a Change of Command Parade and 
a gala banquet that culminates with the farewell of the current command and 
the welcoming of the new one.

After 
the intermission, the concert continued but the HAC Band was not finished, 
The finale brought them back playing some great British traditionals, such 
as “The British Grenadiers.” The highlight was the last piece which was 
conducted at the podium by LT. Col. Watts. In full uniform, he brought down 
the house as the band was joined by the orchestra in a magical rendition 
of Sousa’s “Stars & Stripes Forever”. At the close, a huge American Flag 
was unfurled behind the orchestra. The performance was nothing less than 
striking. Many thanks must go to all who worked so hard to make this event 
happen. Specifically, we again must applaud LT George Morrison, LT. Col. 
Stuart Watts and, of course, the most gracious Maestro John Williams. 


Sunday, | June 2003 


The HAC, as a group, attended church services in Boston and then joined 
the AHAC for parade rehearsal on The Boston Common. 


After the rehearsal, The “Ten of Us” hosted the HAC to a real New England 
Clambake at Camp Curtis Guild from 1330-1630 hrs. Many AHAC members 
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also joined them. One drawback was the driving rainstorm that hit in the late 
morning. Undaunted, the party moved into the huge drill shed and the affair 
went off in great style. All feasted on lobster, clams, corn and steak and 
while somewhat constrained, the HAC Band performed admirably in the 
drill hall. That evening, the AHAC held their annual Governor’s Dinner, the 
night before June Day. The HAC staff were present along with the Incoming 
and Outgoing staffs of the AHAC. The event was held in The Georgian 
Room of The Boston Park Plaza Hotel and was attended by about sixty in 
total. The uniform for AHAC was Company Blazer and business dress by 
the guests. 


Monday, 2 June 2003 


At 0800 hrs., the incoming and outgoing staffs and selected members of the 
HAC assembled at the edge of Boston Common and performed a reveille 
ceremony accompanied by fifes and drums of Captain Frank Zarba’s 
military band.

ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please raise your glasses. To the man who carries 
the burden that would truly make Atlas shrug, our Commander-in-Chief 
George W. Bush, the President of the United States of America. 

ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please remain standing and give 
your attention to the Adjutant for the Second Regular Toast. 
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ADJUTANT RICHTER: To the Sovereign of our nation’s dearest friend and 
most loyal ally, may she reign over a land of peace and prosperity for many 
years to come, Her Britannic Majesty, Queen Elizabeth II. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Gentlemen, please remain standing 
and give your attention to the Adjutant for the Third Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Almost four centuries ago Governor William 
Bradford of the Plymouth Plantation said, “As one small candle may 
light a thousand, so the light here kindled hath shown unto many, yea in 
some sort to our whole nation.” Bradford was a man of faith and vision. 
A light kindled at Plymouth spread to the developing Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, where people were free to dream and to give life to their 
dreams. The descendants of those first Pilgrims and the Pilgrims who joined 
them over the centuries have brought light unto darkness across the nation 
and to the farthest reaches of the globe, the light of free trade, of medicine, 
of spiritual renewal, of scientific enlightenment, of literature and art. The 
values of self-determination have been carried and are still carried by the 
sons and daughters of Massachusetts to wherever there is darkness. 


Think of the quiet man, our own Colonel Ned Wolfe, teaching in a small 
rural school for handicapped children in Western China. He too heroically 
carries the light kindled at Plymouth so very long ago. 


To the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, may we always share more light 
than darkness. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Responding to the Third 
Regular Toast is our own Lieutenant Governor of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Her Excellency, Lieutenant Governor Kerry Healey. Please 
give her your attention. (Applause) 


LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR HEALEY: Thank you. On behalf of the 
Commonwealth, I would like to offer this toast: Tonight we mark the 350th 
Anniversary of the granting of the Charter of the Ancient and Honorable 
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Artillery Company by the General Court of Massachusetts. We also mark 
the centennial of the first visit of the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London. 


Governor Romney and I appreciate your dedication and service to the 
Commonwealth. During our inauguration in January, this Company 
participated in our festivities. Tonight, we are together again. 


The word “company” derives from the Latin “cum,” meaning with, and 
“panis,” meaning bread. In ancient times one only broke bread with friends. 
And so it is only appropriate that tonight we celebrate our coming together 
once again by breaking bread. 


I would like to thank Joe Milano for his tireless work with the 
administration as our Aide de Camp. I wish to congratulate the outgoing 
Captain Commanding Stuart Tauber and his officers for faithfully serving 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. I also wish to congratulate incoming 
Captain Commanding George Morrison and his officers. God bless you, 
and God bless the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Lieutenant Governor Healey, 
on behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I am very 
pleased to make a presentation to you of our own Revere Bowl, with the 
inscription, “Her Excellency, Governor Kerry Healey, Lieutenant Governor 
of Massachusetts, on the 365th June Day Anniversary, June Day 2003.” The 
inscription under it is our Company crest, and it is from “The Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, Colonel Stuart P. Tauber, 
Captain Commanding,” and I’m pleased to make this presentation to you. 
(Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Enjoy your dinner. 
(Dinner served) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Gentlemen, may I please have your 


attention. May I please have your attention. Please give your attention to the 
Adjutant for the Fourth Regular Toast. 
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ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Once we had a speaker up here 
from the United States Marine Corps, General P.X. Kelly. This has always 
been a very elegant and wonderful dinner, and we all enjoy it; but General 
Kelly got up to the mike and was asked to speak, and when he called for 
attention two or three times, he finally said, “I didn’t fly all the way up 
here from Washington to listen to you guys talk. So, shut up when we get 
on the mike.” 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: That’s my last shot, folks. Please 
give your attention to the Adjutant. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: The familiar streets and byways of this town are 


always so welcoming, no matter how far or how long we travel in this world. 


There’s a charm in this city not found in most American cities. We celebrate 


the diversity of ethnic enclaves in Southie, the North End, and Chinatown. 


We revel in the diversions of world-class professional sports, collegiate 
athletics, museums of art and science, delightful public places, great music 
halls and theaters, historic venues, and marvelous restaurants. You could 
say, if you can’t find it in Boston, you don’t need it. 


To our hometown, to the City of Boston. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please be seated. Responding to 
the toast is our very own 265th Captain Commanding, who has served for 
25 years as Chairman of the City of Boston Zoning Commission. 

The Commander of the Company who took us to Moscow, Copenhagen and 
Dublin, far more eloquent than I have been, I give you Brigadier General 
Robert L. Marr. (Applause) 


BRIGADIER GENERAL MARR: Good evening, everybody. Ladies and 


gentlemen, I would appreciate your attention. I’m very proud to respond to 
the toast for the City of Boston. 
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As you all know, Boston was founded in 1620. Although it was a small city, 
still a very small city, but despite its size, the City of Boston has earned 
national and world renown and fame in many different areas of endeavor. 
For example, in education, we have Boston University, Boston College, 
Northeastern, Harvard, MIT, Suffolk University, to name a few. We have 
wonderful teaching hospitals, internationally renowned medical research. 
Who hasn’t heard of the Massachusetts General Hospital, the New England 
Medical Center, Harvard Medical Center, Dana-Farber, and Brigham and 
Women’s Hospitals? 


What about our insurance and financial institutions? Boston is the 
headquarters for some of the most famous names in the world of commerce: 
John Hancock, Prudential, Liberty Mutual, the New England. We’re the 
home of Gillette, Fleet Bank. 


And, what about our cultural assets? We have one of the most wonderful 
museums in the world, the Museum of Fine Arts. The Boston Symphony 
Orchestra is world renowned, and of course, our own Boston Pops, who did 
a duet with the Regimental Band of the Honourable Artillery Company of 
London. What a special thrill and pleasure that was for everybody who was 
there. (Applause) 


You all know that Boston is the center of sports activity. We have the Boston 
Red Sox, we have the Boston Bruins, we have the Boston Celtics, we have 
the New England Patriots. Once it was the Boston Patriots. And our British 
friends would be pleased to hear that we have two professional British 
football teams, which we call soccer. 


Boston has even made its mark in the world of construction in that our 
Big Dig, which is a tunnel running north/south underneath the entire city, 
called the Big Dig, is the largest public works project in the history of the 
United States. 


And, lastly, Boston has been proud to host its military. Now, the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, largely here tonight, they may have spawned 
— they did indeed spawn the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, but 
Boston, the City of Boston, has nurtured us for 365 years. I raise my glass to 
the City of Boston. 
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ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please continue dining. 
(Dinner resumed) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Gentlemen, please give me your 
attention. Please give your attention to the Adjutant for the Fifth Regular 
Toast. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Before I ask you to rise, I would like to 
acknowledge the words that come from this podium that you heard in 
the church today and, also, on the fall tour. They’re all the good words 
of my good friend Brigadier General Emery Maddocks. Stand up, Emery. 
(Applause) 


I would ask you to please rise. There comes a time when brave men and 
women must stand up for what is right and just. There comes a time when 
warriors must confront the forces of darkness and evil. There comes a 
time when free men and women must defend the values of freedom and 
civilization. There comes a time when the chosen must face the reality that 
some things are worth dying for. 


To those courageous men and women who have proven their willing- 
ness to fight and die for a way of life, the Armed Forces of the United 
States of America. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 
(Playing of Armed Forces songs) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please be seated. 

Those Armed Forces songs were performed so brilliantly — please continue 
to give us your attention for a moment — so brilliantly performed by 
Lieutenant Colonel Stuart Watts and the Honourable Artillery Company 
Band. Thank you. (Applause) 


At this time, it gives me great pleasure to introduce our main speaker of 
the evening, who will respond to the Toast of the Armed Services, It is 
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Lieutenant General H. Steven Blum, or General Steve Blum, the recently 
appointed Chief of the National Guard Bureau. 


General Blum serves as the Chief of the National Guard Bureau in 
Arlington, Virginia. As Chief, he’s the senior uniformed National Guard 
officer responsible for formulating, developing, coordinating all policies, 
programs and plans affecting more than half a million Army and Air 
National Guard personnel. 


He’s appointed by the President, serves as the principal advisor to the 
Secretary and Chief of Staff of the Army and the Secretary and Chief of 
Staff of the Air Force on all National Guard issues. As National Guard 
Bureau Chief, he serves as the Army’s and Air Force’s official channel of 
communication with the Governors and Adjutants General. Prior to his 
current assignment, General Blum served as Chief of Staff, United States 
Northern Command, in Bosnia. General Blum has commanded at every 
level, to include Special Forces Operational Detachment-A, a Light Infantry 
Battalion and an Infantry Brigade, as well as a Division Support Command. 
Prior to commanding the 29th Infantry Division (Light), General Blum 
served as Assistant Adjutant General for Army, Commanding General, 
Maryland Army National Guard, and Assistant Division Commander 
(Support) for the 29th Infantry Division (Light). General Blum served as 
the Commanding General for the Multinational Division (North) SFOR-10 
in Operation Joint Forge in Bosnia- Herzegovina. 


He graduated from the University of Baltimore, a B.A. in history; 4 master’s 
degree from Morgan State College in social science; and a 1989 graduate of 
the Army War College. 


His major awards and decorations include the Defense Superior Service 
Medal — he doesn’t want me to tell you any of this; that’s high enough — 
with a couple of Legions of Merit. He also holds a Master Parachutist Badge, 
Expert Infantryman Badge, and he is a qualified Canadian Parachutist 
Badge holder. 


After all of that, it gives me great pleasure to introduce Lieutenant General 


Steve Blum to respond to the toast and speak to you this evening. (Standing 
ovation) 
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LIEUTENANT GENERAL BLUM: I'd like to ask military personnel to 
remain standing for just a moment. All uniformed military people on your 
feet. I want to respond to that magnificent toast, a tribute to our Armed 
Forces, Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, the greatest 
land, sea and air forces this country has ever fielded. 


This year is the 30th Anniversary of the all-volunteer military. And, for 
those who thought it wouldn’t work, you’d better pay attention to what's 
happening around the world. The best Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine and 
Coast Guard forces ever assembled in the history of our nation, proud young 
men and women doing land combat, peacekeeping, homeland defense all 
simultaneously, and they do it magnificently and better than anyone else 
when they do it together in a joint fight. (Applause) 


And the only way that that great joint team gets any better is when they do it 
with our most steadfast, tough, hard-nosed and dependable allies, the land, 
sea and air forces of the United Kingdom. (Applause) Together, as some 
unfortunate people have found out, we cannot be beat. 


So, a toast to the Armed Forces of the United States, and I’ll take license 
tonight and say, and our staunchest, most steadfast and historical allies, the 
land, sea and air forces of the United Kingdom. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL BLUM: Okay. Please be seated, and I will 
give you my remarks, which I assure you are shorter than the introduction. 
(Laughter) I bet my mother wrote it. 


The first thing I would say is thank you very much, Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery, for allowing me to come up here tonight and share this occasion 


with you. This is one hell ofa party, and this is one great occasion. (Applause) 


To the outgoing Captain, Stu, congratulations. Nice job. Great, great event. 
(Applause) 


To the incoming Captain, congratulations and best wishes. (Applause) 


I am extremely proud to be here tonight. This is one of the few places where 
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I’m the only one that doesn’t talk funny. (Laughter) I thought I understood 
English until I got up here. I saw Al Mangone. I said, “Mangone, where are 
you sitting?” “Oh, I’m sitting over there with the guys with the hosses.” I 
said, “Stu, what’s he talking about?” He said, “He’s talking about the lancers, 
the guys that ride on the horses, the mounties.” “Got it, Al. Understand. 
Hosses.” 


You will have to bear with my below-the-Mason-Dixon-line English, and 
some of you perhaps can translate for the others at the table. What I'll 
attempt to tell you tonight is the real reason I’m extremely proud to be here. 
As we stand here and celebrate, the United States and the United Kingdom, 
who have always been militia nations, have organizations that are among 
the oldest on the planet, the oldest military organizations, the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, territorial army, citizen soldiers of England 
or the UK, and they celebrate with the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company here tonight that is largely made up of citizen soldiers from many 
generations, and what I’m glad to see is that the generations continue and 
the tradition continues. 


This is a magnificent celebration of great heritage, and you should be 
rightfully proud, because if it were not for these kinds of organizations and 
what they represent, our two nations would not exist. The Armed Forces, 
the institution of the Armed Forces, is what allows the freedoms that we 
in America and those of you in the UK enjoy to happen and to be taken for 
granted. 


And, every once in a while, the mettle of our young generations is tested, 
and they have just passed the latest test with an outstanding performance. 
We have much to be proud of. (Applause) 

As long as we have young men and young women with the courage and 
the commitment and the selfless sacrifice to put something bigger than 
themselves and their own interests ahead of their own interests, I think 
that the security and the prosperity and the longevity of both our nations is 
guaranteed. (Applause) 


But, that doesn’t mean that we’re not going to have to change, and some of 
you have probably been reading in the papers that there are some changes 
coming, particularly with regard to the National Guard of the United States, 
which as we sit here tonight has 147,823 young men and women citizen 
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soldiers and airmen deployed in 24 countries around the world, right now 
tonight doing ground combat in Afghanistan, in Iraq, keeping the peace in 
the Balkans and Kosovo and Bosnia and the Sinai, doing nation building 
in about 38 other countries, as well as protecting the homeland right here, 
making sure that we can have a safe and secure event here tonight. 


That’s quite remarkable. That’s twice the number of National Guard soldiers 
that were activated for Desert Storm just 11 years ago. And it’s not over yet. 
The global war on terrorism is going to stress both of our countries, both 
of our nations for an indefinite period of time, and it will test our resolve, 
and it will test our commitment, and it will test whether we’re going to 
be tenacious enough to see this to the end. We will pass that test as well. 
(Applause) 


You’ve heard a lot about transformation. Transformation really happens 
right here in your head. It’s not about equipment. It’s not about high 
technology. It’s not about money. It’s about how you think. 


And, how we think has got to change, because we are going back to the 
future. We’re going back to where it all started about 32 miles from right 
here. We are going back to the Minutemen. We are going to get rid of the 
model that so many of you have known and have served in our Armed 
Forces, where you train, you’re alerted, you mobilize, you train, you certify, 
and then ultimately may be deployed. That cannot be the paradigm for 
today’s threats and tomorrow’s emerging threats. 


We have to go back to the Minutemen concept, because our enemies have 
redefined the battle space, and you are sitting in the rear area right now. We 
are at war, and you are in a combat zone, and we’d better wake up and start 
dealing with the realities that we’re facing. 


So, the National Guard can no longer be an organization that trains, alerts, 
mobilizes, takes weeks, months and sometimes up to a year to get ready, 
and then ultimately deploys. We will be late to lead. That’s not what your 
family wants. That’s not what your neighbors want. That’s not what your 
elected officials expect. That would not serve this country well. 


What we need to be is to be able to respond the way Captain Davis responded 
when he left his store or he left his farm or he left his plow and he grabbed 
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his musket and assembled on the village green. And, I hate to say who 
he had to assemble against (laughter), but that citizen militia Minuteman 
ultimately defeated the greatest land army on the planet at that time. And, 
we’ve got to go back to that. 


So, we’re going to see some restructuring, and we’re going to see some 
changing of processes. Now, this isn’t going to threaten our existence; it’s 
going to ensure our existence. This isn’t going to make us less relevant; it’s 
going to make us essential. 


And I wasn’t kidding when I said we would do it best when we do it jointly. 
So, Massachusetts is going to have a Joint Force Headquarters effective | 
October, and it will have Army National Guard, Air National Guard, Coast 
Guard, Navy, Marine Corps and even Army reservists in there. (Applause) 


So, that when we are called to respond, we know how to fight jointly. You 
don’t suddenly show up on the field and know how to fight jointly. Where 
do you get the training, where do you get the experience, where do you 
get the opportunity to operate in a joint environment, and suddenly you’re 
thrust into one and you’re expected to be able to do that. 


And, by the way, those of you who don’t think you need the Coast Guard, 
who in here can walk across Boston Harbor? (No response) Good. Then we 

need the Coast Guard, because they own that piece of water, and they own 

the water out to 200 miles along the Atlantic Ocean, the Pacific Ocean, Gulf 
of Mexico, Mississippi River, all the Great Lakes. And there are only about 
six states in the 50 states that really don’t have a significant Coast Guard 
presence. All others do. So why eliminate one of our great partners? 

Also, we have something called the Department of Defense and the 
Department of Homeland Security, and there’s a big dilemma as to how 
we’re going to share intelligence with a civilian Homeland Security 
operation and the Department of Defense. The Coast Guard is your answer, 
through Title 14. They’re in law enforcement in the Federal Code. They can 
share intelligence with DOD, and they can share intelligence with civilian 
law enforcement. They do it every day. They are the answer to the problem. 


So, if 1am the Commander of the Joint Force Headquarters - Massachusetts, 
I want them in my camp. I want them in my intelligence center. I want them 
in my training center. I want them in my logistics area so that I know the 
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capabilities and limitations of putting together that joint team. And I think 
you will see more and more of this as we move out after 1 October. 


The Minuteman symbol is so powerful that I am going to change the 
symbology used at the National Guard Bureau, and the only symbol that 
will be used to stand for the National Guard of the United States will be the 
Concord Minuteman from hereinafter. (Applause) 


And, we will start with the Chief of the Bureau’s coin. We will no longer have 
the eagle with the cross, whatever they are on there, that means not much 
to anybody who looks at it. In fact, many of you wouldn’t even recognize 
what that symbol is if I showed it to you. But you would all recognize what 
that Minuteman is, the Concord Minuteman with one hand on the plow, one 
hand with the musket in his hand. It speaks volumes, and it is exactly the 
essence of what the National Guard is all about. 


Many people say, “Well, General Blum, you’re walking away from a combat 
mission.” No, I’m not. We are just playing a combat mission wherever that 
game happens to be, to use a sports analogy. Afghanistan and Iraq, to use 
that sports analogy, is a scheduled away game. We and other Minutemen 
like us better be ready for the unscheduled home game, and we will be. 
(Applause) 


The motto of the National Guard will also be changed slightly, and it will 
be “Always ready. Always there.” And, that will send a strong message to 
anyone who thinks we’re unreliable, untrained and inaccessible. We will be 
ready. We will be relevant. We will be accessible. 


We will be reliable. We will be the essential reserve component that this 
nation needs, because when you call out the National Guard in this country, 
you call up America, and you call up 5,300 communities and towns all 
across this land, from the Atlantic Ocean all the way out to Guam, and you 
bring all of that to the fight. 


And, I don’t think anybody can handle that kind of resolve, that kind of 
commitment and that kind of support for their Armed Forces. I don’t think 
there’s an adversary out there that will not crumble under that. And when 
you add reliable allies to that, it is an overwhelming, compelling force, and 
we will triumph over world terrorism. 
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I’m going to conclude my remarks now. Your Lieutenant Governor had to 
leave early, so what I’m about to say is not patronizing. I had a chance to 
talk with her before this dinner, and Massachusetts is truly blessed. Your 
Deputy Commander-in-Chief of the Massachusetts National Guard is a 
very, very savvy woman, and you are very, very well served with her being 
your Deputy Commander-in-Chief. And, she holds you in very high esteem, 
and she appreciates what the Ancient and Honorable Order really represents, 
the long continuum of service, the price paid in blood by those that went 
before you, so that those who come after us can enjoy the same freedoms 
that we enjoy. 


So, as I close my remarks, if I could have everyone stand for one more 
unscheduled toast. This doesn’t count against the official toasts. But, I’m 
watching the way people drink, and nobody is going to be offended by an 
extra toast. (Laughter) On a serious note, I would like to propose a toast to 
our fallen comrades who have died to keep our nations free. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL BLUM: Thank you, ladies and gentlemen. It 
has been my honor and privilege to be with you tonight. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Don’t go away, General. Thank 
you so much, General Blum, for those provocative remarks. And as our 
guest here this evening and guest speaker, I want to present you with our 
token, the Revere Bowl, to “Lieutenant General H. Steven Blum, Chief of 
the National Guard Bureau, guest speaker on the occasion of the Honourable 
Artillery Company’s Centennial Visit, June 2nd, 2003,” our crest, and from 
us, “The Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
Colonel Stuart P. Tauber, Captain Commanding.” (Applause) 


Thank you very much. Please be seated. (Dessert served) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Would you please give me your 
attention. Your attention please. Please give your attention to the Adjutant 
for the Sixth Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Please rise. As three beautiful jewels on the 
Danube necklace, Budapest, Bratislava and Vienna displayed their beauty 
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for us this past autumn. Steeped with thousands of years of history, these 
cities of hospitality and culture represent the best of the old Europe and the 
promise of the new Europe. 


We thank the imperial cities of the Danube for hosting us with sincere 
warmth and charm. May they prosper. May they enjoy lasting peace. May 
they continue to welcome visitors from around the world to Budapest, 
Bratislava and Vienna, the imperial cities of the Danube. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Responding to the toast to the 
cities of Budapest, Bratislava and Vienna, I am pleased to greet the Consul 
General of Hungary, Mr. Gabor Garai. (Applause) 


HONORABLE MR. GARAT: Thank you for the wonderful toast. When you 
were in Budapest, I know that you saw some of the places that I recently saw. 
I just came back from a visit there. I arrived back in the United States this 
Friday. And, I hope that you took away from that visit the same feeling that 
I always get as an American who was born in Hungary, who has children 
and a family who are all American, which is that Hungarians love and 
respect Americans and have, for those 50 years of Communist rule, been 


dreaming about the idea of being a partner, of being an ally of the United 
States of America. 


And, now that they are, now that they are a part of NATO, it is a wonderful 
feeling for all Hungarians. And, in fact when I was there, the Hungarian 
Parliament just approved sending troops to support the Iraqi peacekeeping 
effort. (Applause) 


So, as a member of the coalition that fought in Iraq and as a member and as 
an ally of the United States, I am very pleased to receive that toast and thank 
you for your visit. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please give your attention to the 
Adjutant for the Seventh Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Once again, please rise. Dedication to duty is the 
hallmark of any military organization. We are honored this evening with the 
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presence of a distinguished officer who represents one of the most steadfast 
military units in the world. 


For five centuries, the Swiss Guard has served as guardian of the Holy See, 
sentries at the historic portals of the Vatican, and lifeguards to the Holy 
Father of the Roman Catholic Church. The Swiss Guard embodies courage, 
tradition, history and pageantry, combined with the most modern security 
methods and weapons as it fulfills its holy mission. Ladies and gentlemen, 
to the Swiss Guard of the Vatican. 


ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please be seated. Responding to 
the toast to the Swiss Guard, we are most pleased to have in attendance with 
us this evening the Commander of the oldest military organization in the 
world, the Swiss Guards. 


For 500 years the Swiss Guard has only had 33 commanders. 33 com- 
manders in 500 years. Today our guests wore the uniform of the Swiss 
Guard, a uniform on parade, the only time it has been worn outside of 
Switzerland, receiving special permission to wear it today with us. I am so 
pleased to introduce, responding to the toast of the Swiss Guard, Colonel 
Elmar Mader. (Applause) 


COLONEL MADER: | should better wear my eyeglasses. They make me 
look a little bit older, because I am too young to speak here. (Laughter) 


This is only the third time I put foot on American territory. The first time 
it was 14 years ago. I adored the nature of Minnesota. I was fascinated by 
the City of Los Angeles. Then I put foot on the U.S.S. Karen, a destroyer. 
This time I am really meeting the people of the United States, and I really 
appreciate this unique opportunity to be here. This is really — the last two 
or three days I am here, there are so many contacts, and | believe strongly 
that these contacts become friendships. (Applause) 


What I prepared at home to say tonight was already said this afternoon 


when Brigadier General Emery Maddocks was speaking about the tradition 
of this Company. I would only add a few words to that. 
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I think you are not the Company that stands together until it is over, until 
the problem is resolved. | think you are the Company that stands together 
because you have a common target, a common future that you work for. And, 
you work for this common future not on the military battlefield probably, 
not all of you, but in the daily life with your profession, with your work that 
you do, with your contribution to the society of this great nation. 


And, this is a tradition of serving, and here we meet, the Swiss Guards and 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. We’ve served for hundreds 
of years, whatever situation we found, and we will be serving in the future 
as you will. 


> 


I would like to thank you. My adventure with the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company started in 2000, when you visited Rome. That was a 
great event for us. It was a great honor to have you with us in the Vatican, to 
show you a little bit of the smallest country in the world. And, then it started 
the many contacts that I had, personal contacts, and | was really longing for 
three years to come over here. You made it possible. And, I would like to 
thank especially Captain Commanding Tauber for the possibility of being 
here, and especially also Past Commander Joe Benoit, who was working 
hard on that, that I can come over. ° 


And, I would like to invite you. You know, in 2006 we celebrate 500 years of 
the Swiss Guards. We have various occasions, various celebrations during 
the year. We are right about to set up our program, and I would like very 
much to invite the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company to celebrate 
this unique occasion with us in Rome. And of course I would like to invite 
also the Honourable Artillery Company of London so that we have a troop 
together three oldest military companies. (Applause) 


You say “Facta non verba.” So for me that means you need a gift. I would 
like to give you some honor guards, some Swiss Guards, for the moment 
only this frame of Swiss Guards, and I hope in the near future I can put 
beside you some real Swiss Guards here in Boston. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Thank you,Colonel. This obviously 


will take a significant spot in our library at Faneuil Hall. Thank you very 
much. (Applause) 
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Gentlemen, give your attention to the Adjutant. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Once again please rise. There is a cynical view of 
international relations that nations do not have friends, they have interests. 
However, in the past century, the very special relationship between the 
United States of America and the United Kingdom has transcended mere 
national interests. 


There may in fact be examples of one of our nations supporting the other to 
its own detriment. In fact, contrary to its own national interests, the United 
States and the United Kingdom come to our mutual friendship out of a 
very special legacy of civilization, of sense of fair play, common humanity, 
shared values and common law. The bond is so much more than the more or 
less common language. 


The special relationship between the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts and the Honourable Artillery Company 
of London is emblematic of the special bond between our two nations. 
Friendship supplants selfish interest. 


To the Honourable Artillery Company of London. 
ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please be seated. General Sir 
Alex Harley was commissioned from Sanders into the Royal Artillery in 
1962. After a very regimental career, attendance at the State Canadian Staff 
College and service in the MOD as a staff officer, he commanded the 19th 
Field Regimental Royal Artillery in Germany and in Northern Ireland. 


In 1982 he was Director of the Joint Operations Center, the MOD for the 
Falklands War. Having commanded the armored brigade in Germany 
and been Chief of Operations in Headquarters Northern Ireland Group, 
he was the Deputy Director of Operations for the Gulf War. He was then 
the Administrator of the Sovereign Based Areas and Commander, British 
Forces Cyprus, before returning to be Deputy Chief of Defense, Staff 
Commitments, in the MOD. 
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In 1997 he became Adjutant General of the British Army. He has a major 
involvement, by the way, and we Bostonians can appreciate this, in hockey. 
The President of the Combined Services, he and his wife Ann have two sons, 
one in medicine and another in estate management, none in the service at 
this time, I guess. 


I am so pleased to present the Colonel Commandant of the Honourable 
Artillery Company of London, General Sir Alex Harley. (Standing ovation) 


COLONEL COMMANDANT HARLEY: Colonel Tauber, Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, ladies and gentlemen, | 
hope you will forgive me if I start off by indulging in a couple of messages 
to and fro Buckingham Palace. I thought perhaps you wouldn’t mind too 
much, because from what I see of the press in America, you are just as 
interested in our Royal Family as our press in the United Kingdom. 


But, I sent a message to the Palace earlier on in May. “I would be grateful” 
— and this was to the Queen’s secretary — “I would be grateful if you would 
convey my humble duty to Her Majesty the Queen and inform Her Majesty 
that the President and members of the Honourable Artillery Company 
express their continued loyalty and devotion on the occasion of the 50th 
Anniversary of her coronation,” which is today, the 2nd of June. (Applause) 


The letter went on to say, “A group of more than 200 members of the 
Company will be dining on that day at the end of the centenary visit to 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in Boston, Massachusetts. 
Her Majesty may recall being presented to the Captains of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company on her visit to Armoury House in December 
of 2002. We will have great pleasure in toasting our Captain General on this 
happy occasion.” 


And, I have received a reply from the Palace. “I much appreciate your kind 
message of loyal greetings sent on behalf of the members of the Honourable 
Artillery Company on the occasion of the 50th Anniversary of my coronation. 
As your Captain General, I thank you for your thoughtfulness in writing 
and send my warm wishes to all those who are dining together at the end 
of their visit to the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in Boston, 
Massachusetts. Elizabeth R.” (Applause) 
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Well, this is the final serial of our firepower, I suppose, of four days of these 
two great companies working together. And, from the point of view of the 
HAC, we thank the AHAC for their friendship, hospitality, generosity and 
openness in including us in your ceremonies. 


ALL: Hear, hear. (Applause) 


COLONEL COMMANDANT HARLEY: If it were possible at all, these 
last four or five days have even further advanced the close ties of our two 
companies and the close ties of our two countries, where our history has 
been very much born out of combat together. And of course General Blum’s 
remarks about the performance of our two armies in Iraq and Afghanistan 
recently, I thank you very much for, sir, in the way that you expressed it. 


But, I too sympathize with the remarks, because I think it’s extremely 
humbling that our two countries can produce a warrior breed of young men 
and women who are prepared to put themselves in harm’s way for the good 
of the world and are prepared to go to do this anywhere, any time, whatever 
the danger, whatever their family circumstances are. And, this is a truly 
ancient ethos that applies, not only to our regular forces, but our territorial 
and National Guard forces. (Applause) 


But, the memories of our stay will last with us for quite a long time, I 
am quite sure. | am very fortunate that this event has taken place in my 
time as President and Colonel Commandant. We shall long remember the 
parade today, and also part of the parade was the service in St. Paul’s. And, 
I thought it was typically generous that the final hymn was sung to our 
national anthem, but the first and third verses were absolutely typical of the 
things that bind our two nations and our two companies. (Applause) 


| think all of us will treasure that particular part of the ceremony, and | for 
one have certainly put the program in my pocket to remember that particular 
part of the service. 


You have been generous in many other ways, and, of course, the Old 
Jronsides clock which you very kindly presented to us is already very 
carefully wrapped up and tomorrow morning will be on its way back 
to England. It’s not going to be entrusted to those that are going via 
Nantucket and Washington and elsewhere. It is going directly to Armoury 
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House in England, where those of you that come our way will be sure to 
see it in London. 


That said, if 1 could digress just fora moment to do two or three presentations. 
The first one is that we would like to, together with our congratulations 
give a small memento on this visit, for all that he has done towards it, to 
the new Captain. And it comes with our congratulations, George, for all 
that you have done in preparing this visit, and particularly your part in the 
magnificent Boston Pops performance the other day. Here is a little statuette 
of a Highland Musketeer. (Applause) 


° 


Secondly, to the actual Ancients themselves, we have found in London the 
original copy of the 4th of June sermon of 1744 — sorry, | said original 
copy. I don’t mean copy. I mean the original document, the first edition 
of the 1744 June Day sermon. We have had it bound, and we would very 
much like to pass it across to its rightful owners, which must be here in 
Boston. (Applause) 


If I can just open the first page, you can see that it’s old and scruffy and 
tattered, and it does go back to 1744. (Applause) 


Colonel Stuart, if you could still remain standing, because we would also 
like to pass on a presentation to you for all that you have done with us over 
the last year and these four days. 


We are very sad to see you go, for all these relationships that you have 
struck up, and I have a small presentation for you, which actually is also 
returning back to America, because in 1903 your Company struck a whole 
series of china plates commemorating the 1903 get-together that we are 
commemorating 100 years of today. 


We do have, and I don’t quite know how, two or three of these left from 100 
years ago, and we would very much like to give you personally, because 
I know you have one in the museum, but this one is actually for you, 


Stuart. (Applause) 


He is going to be very frightened to drop it. (Applause) 
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If I might just finish these couple of thank-yous by just singling out, because 
I know the Honourable Artillery Company will not forgive me for not 
thanking at least three of our number who have been instrumental on our 
side in making these arrangements and those are Basil Bicknell, Alastair 
Bassett-Cross and Dai Griffiths. I know they have worked with some others, 
but they deserve our thanks. (Applause) 


But we’ve also been deeply grateful for the help, advice and support of 
Major General Jim Lynch and the London Association and the so-called Ten 
Of Us, and | shall never forget the Ten Of Us and the lobsters we have had. 
So, thank you very much. (Applause) 


Finally, it was my intention to say au revoir, but knowing that French lingo 
doesn’t perhaps go over all that well here (laughter), Pll skate over that 
right quickly. But, I did appreciate the French invitation, slightly dangerous. 
We’ve got a bit of time to practice and get ready for you in 2006. But, 
anyway, it was very kind. Thank you very much indeed for that invitation. 


It would be lovely to think that we could all join up together in the Vatican. 

But, because, as | said, it is the final series of these four days, in the 
Honourable Artillery Company we have a rather nice toast which 
recognizes the end of a thoroughly good session, and we have a toast to 
something called “To our next merry meeting.” And, I wondered if I could 
ask everybody to rise and raise their glasses and drink to our next merry 
meeting. To our next merry meeting. 


ALL: Hear, hear. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: First, I would like to call the 
Adjutant General of Rhode Island, Major General Reginald Centracchio, 
to the mike, please. I think they have a presentation for the Honourable 


Artillery Company. 


MAJOR GENERAL CENTRACCHIO: I do, and thank you so much. 
| want to ensure that the Honourable Artillery Company goes back with 
a correction to the misconception that Rhode Island is the smallest state. 
We are not. In fact, at low tide we beat Delaware. (Laughter) 
| do also take this opportunity — this is about the 13th or 14th year that 
| have been honored to be invited here, and I publicly thank the people 
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of Massachusetts for evicting Roger Williams from Massachusetts back 
in 1635. He formed the State of Rhode Island in 1636. And, if he didn’t, I 
wouldn’t be the Adjutant General. So thank you so much. (Laughter) 


I do have a proclamation from our state, and I would like to call my Chief 
of Staff, Colonel Dave Russell, to come to the podium to read that, please. 


COLONEL RUSSELL: “The State of Rhode Island and Providence 
Plantations Gubernatorial Proclamation: Whereas the Honourable Artillery 
Company, organized in 1537 in London, England, made its first journey 
to the United States of America in 1903; and whereas during that visit the 
Honourable Artillery Company was greeted in Providence, Rhode Island 
by members of the Kentish Guards and the entire Rhode Island Militia as 
they paraded through our capital city; and whereas, as Commander in Chief 
and Captain General, along with the Kentish Guard and all of the citizens 
of the State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations, offer greetings and 
salutations on the 100th Anniversary of your historic first journey and your 
notable return to the United States in June of 2003.

“Now, therefore, I, Donald L. Carcieri, Governor of the State of Rhode 
Island and Providence Plantations, do hereby proclaim June 2, 2003, 
as Honourable Artillery Company Day in the State of Rhode Island and 
encourage all of its citizens to recognize the contributions of the Honourable 
Artillery Company to our state and nation. 


“In recognition whereof I have hereby set my hand and caused the Seal of the 
State of Rhode Island and Providence Plantations to be hereunto affixed this 
2nd day of June, 2003. Signed Donald L. Carcieri, Governor.” (Applause) 
CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Please be seated. He’s not done yet. 
What did I say the other day at the Armory? “Santa is going back up the 
chimney.” Well, he came back down. 


On behalf of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, I want to 
present you with this Chippendale tray. Chippendale is an English, I guess, 
model for furniture, but for silver it is distinctly American. 


“To General Sir Alex Harley, KBE, CB, Colonel Commandant, Honourable 
Artillery Company, on your Centennial Visit, October 1903 - June 2003.” 
The crest of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company is under that. 
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“From the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
Colonel Stuart P. Tauber, Captain Commanding, 2002 - 2003.” Thank you. 
(Applause) 


COLONEL COMMANDANT HARLEY: Can I just add I’m frightfully 
sorry I’m still standing up here, but I haven’t been allowed to escape, and 
it would be an extremely naughty thing to do. (Laughter) Thank you very 
much. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Thank you, General Harley. 


And now, we come to the end of our program. Please give your attention to 
the Adjutant for the Ninth Regular Toast. 


ADJUTANT RICHTER: Before I ask you to rise — seeing this is the last 
one, I’m almost empty — I just want to say to General Blum, we did not 
know your comments, your speech, when we wrote this last toast to the 
Ancients, but we’re very pleased that it has a common theme. 

Please rise. Over 360 years ago this Company was chartered and mustered 
to serve the need of the common defense. Since 1638, gentlemen of this 
Grand Old Company have rallied to the cause of city, state, nation and the 
greater good. 


Our mission has evolved, but we still provide service and conserve the 
traditions and ideals that have stood this Company over the centuries. Our 
members still rally to the Colors as they have in all our conflicts since 1638. 
Ladies and gentlemen, raise your glasses to the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company of Massachusetts. 

ALL: Hear, hear. 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Will you please be seated. I’d 
put my glasses on now. I took them off, but I realize there is no need to 
have them on; I have no notes. I don’t say that to place any fear in any 
of your hearts that you’re going to be here for 45 minutes listening to me, 
because that happens when somebody doesn’t have notes in front of them. 
J just want to make a couple of remarks to all of you here, my dear friends. 


It’s the end of a most glorious year for me, a great, great experience. | 
spent a long time in the Army, the Army National Guard. I commanded 
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four different units through my career, served on staffs. But I must tell you, 
maybe it’s my advanced age, but commanding the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company was a great privilege, and I only hope I have served all 
of you well as your Captain. (Applause) 


I think back to when this all started and I read the Declaration of Independence 
the first time I took command of the Company really, followed by our fall 
trip. And, my, what a trip it was. It was absolutely unbelievable to me how 
wonderfully you all presented yourselves in those countries and what great 
pride you brought to any uniform of the United States Services. You were 
magnificent, and I was so proud to be your leader. 


Again, aside from that, I uncovered so many, many memorable histories, 
things about my own family, which were surprising to me on that trip, but 
will be forever implanted and indelible in my memory and my heart. 


Pll never forget when Colonel Bruce Sweeney, the defense attaché in 
Budapest, came to me after the two ceremonies, one at the Dohany Street 
Synagogue where we placed a wreath on the Holocaust victims at that 
synagogue, and as we marched out, some of those old members of the 
Jewish community touched our sleeves as we left the synagogue after the 
memorial service, and then again we proceeded on to the cemetery where 
we honored those fallen in the great revolt of 1956 when the Hungarians 
vainly attempted to overthrow the yoke of oppression. Things come around, 
and they’re free now, and what a blessing that is. 


But, as I said, Colonel Sweeney came to me at the end of those two 
ceremonies in the hotel, when we came back at noon, and said to me, “Stu, 
I go to these things 20 times a week, and you guys brought me to tears 
with this one.” And it really touched me, and it should touch all of you who 
performed so admirably. 


On we went to Bratislava, Slovakia, where I found the birthplace of my 
father and my grandparents. And we had a most marvelous banquet with the 
President of Slovakia in attendance. That was quite a thing, ambassadors, 
attaches, all throughout the audience. It was marvelous. 


On we went to Vienna, a most beautiful city, where we laid a wreath on the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier. | was told by the members of the military 
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or the veterans of the military in Austria that day before we went on to 
the church service at the church where the Vienna Boys’ Choir sings, they 
spoke to me about the fact that we didn’t wear uniforms that day, with the 
exception of our color guard. We wore our blazers in respect to the Austrian 
government who, out of their neutrality, do not necessarily appreciate 
uniforms being worn throughout the city. 


And, I was talking to a retired general from the artillery that was there, and 
he said to me, “You know, interestingly enough, while we’re a neutral 
nation, all during those years of the Cold War, the guns of our artillery 
always pointed East.” That was quite a statement to make, because we know 
where the hearts of their people were, with freedom and with the Western 
alliances, At any rate, that was the trip, and I’m not going to take you 
through the whole year, but it was one thing after another. The inauguration 
was wonderful. We were privileged to participate in the inaugural event of 
our new Governor, Mitt Romney, and then of course the normal parades and 
ceremonies, Patriots Day and such. 


But, we were most privileged to be in the command staff of the year when 
the Honourable Artillery Company of London came here to celebrate the 
100th Anniversary of their visit in 1903, and what a weekend it’s been. Not 
to belabor it, everyone else has spoken about it, but | must tell you what a 
warm feeling I have received from all of you people from London. 


I thought the messages from General Harley here, from Her Majesty the 

Queen’s secretary, were quite interesting. I frankly think that it was nice 
that they asked for the palace to do that. I truly believe that it’s because of 
the great friendship that was struck between George Morrison and myself 
and the Queen of England at her visit to the Honourable Artillery Company 
when General Harley so graciously introduced us to her. But, once again, 
it’s been a wonderful year. I want to thank all of you. I want to thank my 
staff. Without them, we could never have accomplished the things we did. 
It’s been a great honor to serve you. And, I just want to take one moment 
now to thank — I’ve thanked most of the staff personally and with certain 
gifts from time to time. I want to take this one moment to thank two people 
who have been extremely supportive of my command all year. I would like 
Paul Morrill and George to please stand up here, if they would. (Applause) 
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Paul’s been giving me the business all week. I could have given this to him 
a couple of weeks ago, but I wanted it to be a surprise. He kept telling me, 
“We get nothing. You guys get everything, and we get nothing.” I kind of bit 
my tongue. 


This is a Jefferson Cup. It is made out to “First Lieutenant Paul Morrill, 
for all your support,” and it’s once again inscribed by me, “Captain 
Commanding Colonel Stuart Tauber,” in recognition of the great support 
and great work he did in helping me all year. (Applause) 


And now, George, I have a small gift for you, a token of my appreciation for 
all the work you’ve done. And, I might mention just without George, the 
Pops would never have happened. There were so many things happening 
this weekend. He took this bull by the horn and ran with it, and all I had to 
do was ask, “How are things going?” “Everything is great.” And he just ran 
with it, and we had one heck of an evening. (Applause) 


And, I want to present him with this. It is a Patrick Henry Cup. The beads 
around it are significant. Virginia history, Patrick Henry, those of you who 
know a little bit about American history 


LIEUTENANT GENERAL BLUM: A Southern Massachusetts boy. 


COLONEL TAUBER: That’s right, a Southern Massachusetts boy. I’m not 
going to get into the history, but it’s for George, and I said, “Captain George 
Morrison, for all your support,” and once again, my inscription on it, and I 
want to thank George personally for what he’s done. (Applause) 


In summary, I just want to say this. We’re very lucky. I want you to know 
that you have a wonderful staff coming in, a terrific Captain coming | can’t 
tell you how pleased I am. George is my friend, he was a sergeant with me 
in this Company. You’re a very lucky group out there to have George, Paul, 
John Bradley and their staffs coming in to take command of this Company, 
and I just feel very comfortable leaving at this time and taking my place 
among the ranks with the rest of you. 


Thank you all, and God bless the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 
(Standing ovation) 
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CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Before I turn it over to George, I 
just want to say, in Budapest, in Bratislava, every time I pick up a mike, 
I’m starting to get choked up around here. It’s really not like me. But, I 
will say this: I even got choked up when I took the last inspection trooping 
the line, and I heard the strains of “She Wore a Yellow Ribbon” and “Gary 
Owen.” Being a cavalryman, that really touched me. Thank you all. Good 
night. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRISON: Please be I have two bits of 
good news for you right away. We’re almost there, and number two, there 
will be no more toasts, not tonight anyway. 


Let me tell you very, very briefly how proud I am to be your Captain 
Commanding and what a privilege it is to wear this gorget representing our 
great Company. I am really thrilled, and it’s a tremendous privilege to be 
part of this Company, number one. 


But, number two, to be standing here tonight with all of you and the 
recognition that we’ve received over the past few days from yourself as 
well as our comrades from Britain, it’s just been wonderful, and I thank you 
all for this privilege. I indeed will stand tall for each of you and do the best 
of my ability. Thank you very, very much, gentlemen. (Applause) 


One of the most important parts of our program this evening is performing 
the gorget ceremony to our, I guess I can call him, Past Commander Tauber. 
I would like to call forward at this time the 265th Captain Commanding, 
Brigadier General Robert L. Marr, who is the senior Past Commander 
present at the banquet tonight. (Applause) 


BRIGADIER GENERAL MARR: Thank you, Captain. It falls on my 
shoulders tonight as the senior Past Commander present to invite, on behalf 
of all of the Past Commanders, Stuart P. Tauber into the Society of Past 
Commanders. 


As he has just spoken to you, he has conveyed more eloquently than I could 
the warmth, the sincerity, the wisdom of his personality. He has been just a 
tremendous leader for this Company. He has led us very, very well. And, on 
behalf of the Society of Past Commanders, I want to welcome him into the 
Society by presenting him with the miniature gorget, the symbol of the Past 
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Commanders, now that he is no longer the Captain Commanding. Here is 
your gorget to be worn from here on in. (Applause) 


(Presentation of gorget) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRISON: Thank you, Brigadier General 
Marr. I would like to take the liberty of thanking two people. Let me first of 
all go back one step. I would like to introduce first of all Colonel Thomas 
Sellars, Commanding Officer of the 42nd Division Artillery Massachusetts 
Army National Guard for a final presentation. (Applause) 


COLONEL SELLARS: Colonel Tauber, please stand. Representing the 
members of the 42nd Infantry Division Artillery, members of the 29th 
Infantry Division Artillery, and the 102nd Field Artillery, I would like 
to personally thank you for your service as Captain Commanding of the 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. Your service to the active and 
retired members of the Mass. Army National Guard has been tremendous, 


and we certainly appreciate everything you’ve done for us. Thank you very 
much. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING TAUBER: Thanks, Tom. Well, I’ve got the 
other end of the bookends now, and thank you very much. (Applause) 


COLONEL SELLARS: I would like to ask Second Lieutenant John E. 
Bradley please to come forward. (Applause) 


On your appointment as Second Lieutenant in the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company, as the Senior Commander of all field artillerymen in the 
Commonwealth, I wish you all the best in your service, and any help that 
we can give to you, please do not hesitate to call upon us. 


LIEUTENANT BRADLEY: | appreciate it. Thank you, sir. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRISON: Recognition of distinguished 
Past Commanders at this time. I would like to have all the distinguished 
Past Commanders please rise for a round of applause and a thank-you from 
us for all of your support throughout the year, and I know that will continue 
in the future. Please rise, Past Commanders. (Applause) 
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Iam out of order, but I’m going to take the liberty of doing this anyway. I 
am fortunate enough to have a very large family. I would like to introduce 
this table sitting here, which is a part of my family — it’s not all of them, it’s 
apart of my family — if I may. 


Let me start with introducing the youngest sitting right here, which happens 
to be my grandson, who is a class president this year, Ryan Tepper. Please 
stand, Ryan. (Applause) Ryan, if you could stay standing, and if you could 
hold your applause, Ill go around, and we can do the applause afterwards. 


His dad is sitting here also, my son-in-law, Michael Tepper. Also son-in- 
law Michael Russo. Son-in-law Thomas Theos. My brother-in-law, Navy 
retired, David Simmons. My brother Gordon Morrison. My brother, who is 
also Air Force retired, Paul Morrison. 


I have a brother who flew in from Atlanta, Georgia, to be with us today, 


| Air Force retired, Richard Morrison. A brother who flew in from St. Louis, 


Missouri, Air Force retired, Charles Morrison. And lastly, my partner in 
business, my friend and my son, George. Thank you, gentlemen. (Applause) 


At this time I would like to call on Colonel Chaplain Lieberman for the 
benediction. Please rise. 


COLONEL CHAPLAIN LIEBERMAN: I suppose you are wondering why 
I’ve summoned you here this evening. Would you like to have the short form, 
seeing the time? Or, would you rather have the very short form? (Laughter) 


All can tell you is that, watching all of the uniforms today and all of the 
people in those uniforms was so wonderful, and it gave me a sense of 
strength, more courage, and more hope for the future, and I hope that you 
share in those feelings that we all experienced together as a very wonderful 
merged group. 


So now, with our thanks to God, let me say the following: Dear God, what 
a wonderful day this has been. The weather was perfect. And we and all of 
our friendly units were so cooperative and excellent in bearing that it was a 
pleasure to watch. 
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This evening is a time of great pleasure and celebration, and we ask for the 
following: We ask that we be cheerful, kind and friendly, that we seek the 
good in all and the enmity in none, that we try never to criticize, make no 
promise we cannot keep, that we be calm in time of trouble, think before we 
speak, hold onto our temper when things go wrong, and every day through 
word and deed in some unselfish way may we try to make someone happy. 
And, may God help us to see our prayers answered. 


And, therefore we ask You, Dear God, may the light of God surround us all, 
may the love of God enfold us all, may the power of God protect us all, and 
may the presence of God watch over us all. Wherever we are, we realize that 
God is there for us, and for this we are most thankful, and let us say amen. 


ALL: Amen. 
COLONEL CHAPLAIN LIEBERMAN: Thank you very much. (Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRISON: Gentlemen, two quick thank- 
yous and then we wrap up. A gentleman who works very hard constantly for 
us throughout the year, but especially this past weekend, and does not get 
very much recognition, our Adjutant, Colonel Thomas Richter at the end 
here. (Applause) 


All of the events this weekend to me were outstanding. The Pops to me was 
a hit, it was a home run. And just about every event, from the State House 
to the clambake to the parades today to the Pops, we were entertained by 
Colonel Stuart Watts and his band, and they deserve a tremendous round of 
applause. Well done. (Applause) 

At this time, if you would please stand on your feet — we would love for 
you to join in — we’re going to close with Colonel Stuart Watts leading us 
in “God Bless America.”(Playing of “God Bless America”)(Applause) 


CAPTAIN COMMANDING MORRISON: This officially brings to a close 


the 365th June Day Anniversary banquet. We are adjourned. (Whereupon 
the proceedings were adjourned at 11:01 p.m.)

Chartered in 1638 
The First Military Company Chartered in the Western Hemisphere 


As the settlements, which followed the landing at Plymouth increased and spread, there was 
no organized military force for protection against the Indians. Socalled “Train Bands” were 
formed in different settlements but these were only local volunteer companies and there was no 
joint action or centralized authority. Thus the subject of adequate military protection soon 
became a matter of serious consideration. Many of the setilers had been members in England 
of the Honourable Artillery Company at London (organized and chartered in 1537) and it was 
natural that the military training they had received in that Company should lead them to form a 
similar organization in the new country. In 1637 a Company was formed for instruction in dis- 
cipline and tactics, and that year Governor Winthrop was petitioned for a Charter. He refused 
the request because he feared the establishment of a military force, which might overthrow the 
civil power. However, the Governor finally granted a Charter in March, 1638, and on the first 
Monday in June following, an election of Officers was held on Boston Common. The Common 
then being an open field leading down to the Charles River. The most convenient place to cast 
the ballots was on the head of the drum, which was placed in front of the Company. Since that 
time, the Company has maintained the tradition of holding their annual elections on the Boston 
Common on the first Monday in June by casting the votes on the Drum Head. 


The first Captain commanding the Company was Robert Keayne, whose home was on the 
corner of State and Washingion Street. Keayne had been a member of the Honourable Anrillery 
Company of london. Upon his death he left in his will to the Town of Boston, the land at the 
head of State Street for a Town House together with money to build it, providing however, that 
“the Military Company of Massachusetts" should have a room in the Town House for an Armory. 
This is the land on which the old State House now stands, the gift of which was accepted by 
the Town of Boston. 


Since 1746, the Company Armory has been the upper floor of Faneuil Hall - an historic 
citadel known to all Americans. 


In its Armory, the Company maintains a Military Museum and Library, which is without equal 
in the United States. There are relics of every war in which this Country has engaged in since 
its setlement. Many of these are Museum pieces and have been on display at various times in 
the Boston Museum of Fine Arts. On the risers of the thirteen steps which lead up to the 
Headquarters room of the Company, commemorated in bronze plates, are the names of the thir 
teen States in the order in which they accepted the Constitution and their respective state flag is 
placed on the respective step. Around the walls of the Armory are the portraits of most of the 
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Captains who have commanded the Company since 1638 to the present day. The Armory is 
open to the public daily, and many thousands of visitors from every part of the country and many 
from abroad, are registered every year in the Guest Book. 


The position of the members of the Company in the social, civil and military life of the 
Colony indicates the respect which people entertained for the Company as well as the ability 
and prominence of its members. They were first in organizing churches and supporting them, 
they were prominent in framing and also in administering the laws of the Colony; they were fore- 
most in the introduction of manufacturing and the extension of trade in Boston. They were the 
chief military minds of the Colony and among the first in its defense. Many of them were pub- 
lic benefactors contributing somewhat of their wealth to education, religion and charity. 


The members of the Company trod the fields of every battlefield of New England; they 
fought for freedom on foreign soil; they judged the courts; they pleaded at the bar; they institu 
ed town government and levelled forests; they were active in settling the towns of the frontier. 
Nine-enths of the Company were loyal to the Colonies in the Revolution, and by their experi: 
ence in the Ancient and Honourable Arillery Company they served on every battlefield where 
the banner of Massachusetts waved, from Bunker Hill and Bennington, through Valley Forge to 
Yorktown.

The tablet (bronze plaque) on each riser running from bottom to top indicates 
the order in which the states ratified the Constitution. 


On Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedication of these plaques took place and was 
officially designated as “The Stairway of the Constitution.” 


In May of 1968, Captain Ralph De Stefano arranged for and had installed the 
flag of the respective State in place on each step. In 1992 the flags were replaced 
at the time of the restoration and renewal of the Museum/Armory.
